TIMING B!G PROJECTILES. 


How Their Initial Telocity I» Calculated 


In Tests at Sandy Iloolt. 


To the layman one of tliR interesting 


features in a big gun test is tho method 
by which the initial velocity of the 
projectiles is calculated. 'Whenhe hears 
that the incdexu high power gnus often 
expel a shot at an initial velocity of 
a,000 fcfct a second, a rnto that if sus- 
tained \vo:ilu i^eaii a ftile in throe aco- 
curis, he rnnli-ics the difficulty of calcu- 
lating the i.pcetl. An ordnance officer 
runst hare accurate knowledge of the 
velocity o* a projectile, Unit ho may pro- 
diet its raijt-n and peuetiatiou aud do- 
terniiue the accuracy ol the gun. It is 
a compsn-tively easy matter, however, 
with tho new instruments to calculate 
accurately tho initial velocity of a pro- 
jectile, aud any one who is fortunate 
enough to visit Sanely Hook when _big 
guns r.rc teing tested may see how it is 
done. 


Two open frames are set up 150 feet 


apart in front of the gnu. Wires "are 
stretched back and forth across these 
frames, making a screen through which 
the shot must pass. The wires in each 
screen form a complete electric circuit, 
which includes nlso an electric battery 
and an electro magnet. The projectile, 
after leaving the gun, flies through the 
wire in tho first screen, interrupting the 
circuit and releasing tho armature of. 
tl\e magnet. In a space o! time so small 
as <*i bo hardly conceg'able the projec- 
tile has covered the distance between 
tho two frames and pierced the wire in 
the second, interrupting its electric cur- 
rent and releasing the armature of its 
magnet, as in the first ppss. The inter- 
val between the drop of these tv» 
7o ar- 


matures represents the time spent by 
tho projectile in traveling 160 feet. 
This time is indicated by the chrono- 
graph in the laboratory near by. Wires 
run from each screen to the laboratory, 
which is fitted up with batteries and 
switchboards. 


The armature of the first electro mag- 


net is an iron rod about 8 feet long, 
which is suspended vertically. This rod 
falls when the second electro magnet is 
placed a little below tho first, and when 
it IB released it acts aa a knife, and, 
striking tho side of tho falling. rod, 
makes a slight murk. The distance of 
this cutormurk from the end of the rod 
indicates the distance through which 
the rod has dropped while the projectile 
is passing from one screen to another. 
This forms tho unit for the calculation 
of the projectile's velocity in feet per 
second. New explosives and high power 
guns have increased the initial velocity 
of projectiles wonderfully in the last 
few years. Projectiles may be expelled 
now with a force that will mako them 
effective at a range far beyond ordinary 
eyesight—New York Sun.

Gold and silver are conceded to be 


the money of the Constitution! 
Con 


gress alone has the right to com money 
and to regulate the value (hereof. 
Congress discriminates against silver, 
one of the two metals which tbe Con- 
stitution says shall t>8 made into 
money. The government will not coin 
silver for, nor buy silvei fiom, the peo- 
ple The people are not permitted to 
com silver themselves and the govern- 
ment will not com it for them. The 
owners of silver bullion, one of the 
money metals of the Constitution, 
mast sell their bullion, if they dispose 
of it at all, to foreign purchasers. Un- 
der such circumstances is it surpris- 
ing that the commercial price of silver 
is muoh less than its coinage value? 
Should tbe government discriminate 
against gold for twenty-four yeats us it 
has against silver, who knows what the 
puce of gold bullion would be? Ihe 
discrimination against silver, in refus- 
ing to coin it, has doubled the value of 
gold ana propoitionately decreased the 
price of all commodities by conti acting 
the volume of money in circulation 
and making it twice as difficult for the 
debtor to meet his obligations'.
